Bishop. Althoff Says Record of Sis- 
ters of the Most Precious Blood

The new $300,000 mother house 
of the Sisters of the Most Precious 
Blood near Ruma, iMIIL, "25 miles 
north of Murphysboro, was dedi- 
cated yesterday at ceremonies at- 
tended by a large crowd of specta- 
tors, who motored to the conve rt 
from various points in Southern 
Illinois. 

When the sisters established their 
mother house, or headquarterg at 
Ruma, 49 years ago, their convent 
was in one of the most inaccessible 
parts of the State. Today the old 
building is only a mile from State 
Route No. 3. The new convent as 
been built beside the old. 

The ceremonies opened at 11:30 
a. m. with mass in St. Patric*’s 
Church. Bishop Althoff of the 
Belleville diocese officiated at the 
dedication and in a sermon att e 
close of the ceremony spoke in ;art 
as follows: 

“The record of the Sisters of the 
Most Precious Blood hag been one 
of toil and privation, but success 
has marked their work and this 
fine mother house Is an indication 
*f the labors that are yet to be per- 
formed. In the entire order there 
are now 923 sisters. They have 
147 houses, of which 69 are in 
Italy, 12 in Bosnia and 66 in our 
own country. There were only nine 
sisters in the party that came _ to 
Illinois in 1870, when persecuticn 
rud driven them from Europe. 
Mother Clementine was their su- 
perior and in 1876 she led them to 
Ruma, where the mother house was 
established.” 

The golden jubilee of Mother 
Maria Thefesa, 50 years a member 
of the order and its superior for 
23 years, will be celebrated today. 
Mother Veronica is the present su- 
perior.

Serving Fruit Attractively. 


HERE is so much fruit used on 
T wv modern table that the 

housewife has developed many 
attractive ways in which it may be 
served. 

In serving watermelon, cut the 
melon in half, around, instead of 
length ways. Hollow out the meat 
by the dessertspoonful, free it of 
seede, cut a slice off the bottom of 
the shell, so that it sets squarely, 
fill i¢ with cracked ice, let stand 
until cold. Then leave a little ice 
in the bottom and fill in with the 
melon balis. -Place a small bit of 
cotton under the melon shell, cov- 
ering it with grape leaves. One 
half will hold the meat of the two 
halves prepared in this way and it 
is a very pretty way to serve it. 
The cotton takes up the extra wa- 
ter geo that the tray does not get 


sloppy in appearance-> 
Canteloupes, after chilling, can 

be served ‘with a (filling of ice 

cream. Sometimes we find the 


melon peeled thickly, then halved 
lengthways, rolled in powdered 
sugar and served on a mound of 
cracked ice. 

Peaches sometimes are peeled, 
stoned, dipped in cordial, then in 
sugar, and are placed, hollow up, 
on a pretty dish and filled with 
whipped cream. Or they are filled 
with chopped marrons and topped 
with ice cream. Again, they may 
be pared and cut in segments from 
the stones and dusted with sugar, 
then served with whipped or plain 
cream. 

Grapes are always prettiest 
washed, cooled and then served on 
their own glossy leaves. Large 
grapes skinned an: seeded make a 
n.ce addition to the fruit cocxtails 
of different kinds. 


Applesauce Cake. 


Cream together one and a halt 
teaspoonful each of cloves and 
cupfuls of sugar and three-quarters 
of a cupful of butter. When 
creamed, add a large beaten egg, 
then a cupful and a half of good 
smooth applesauce. Mix together 
two and three-quarters of a cupfal 
of flour, a saltspoonful of salt, four 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, two 
teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, a half 
ginger, and a little grated nutmeg. 
Add the juice and grated rind of a 
fresh lemon to the sugar mixture, 
then stir and beat all smooth. When 
beaten, add a cupful of seeded rai- 
sins and a quarter cupful of fine- 
ly chopped or ground nuts. Turn 
into a buttered baking” pan and 
bake in a medium oven.
